A new face appears in Torrance this month, and It 

if one that ihould impart new vigor to city administra­ 
tion.

Edward Ferraro, at 31 the youngest city administra­ 
tor in America's history, leaves his po»t in Lawndale to 
become assistant city manager in Torrance.

This Is good news on several fronts. It demonstrates 
^he foresightedness of City Manager Wade Peebles and, 

at the same time, In indicative *f new thinking on the 
behalf of city councilmen.

Tt is the same forward thinking which helped make 
Torrance tn All-America City and which helped it mush­ 
room to a 110,000 population metropolis.

Though still young enough to possess an unquench­ 
able thirst for accomplishment, Ferraro already boasts 

£ji record far iuperlor to that of many seasoned admini­ 
strators.

He ha* successfully built a professional foundation 
that places him in high repute throughout Los Angeles 
County. He has helped the infant City of Lawndale to 
fain a itrong hold on the future and, through percep­ 
tive management, has helped to make his community's 
government financially sound.

In ihort, he has helped lend Lawndale tn atmos­ 
phere of desirability rather than notoriety. 

 * Working under Peebles, Ferraro will be charged 
with many important facets of municipal government. 
He will take responsibility for many "loose end" duties 
now shouldered by Peebles. He will fill a vital link in 
administration, and .his advice should weigh heavily on 
command decisions.

When an irresponsible newspaper accotinjt -of t-t** 
marks made by ex-Lawndale Mayor Chestejp^rown ap­ 
peared last week, many of Ferraro's friend's and profes- 

^sional associates rallied to his defense. :/
Tt is unfortunate that such a mlstakejh account was 

published, and even more unfortunate thaU an otherwise 
exemplary record could be so quickly tarnished.

But the same modern-day thinking which brought 
Ferraro to Lawndale certainly will overlook this errone­ 
ous account and will pave the way for a hand-in-hand 
relationship between administration and the city govern­ 
ing body.

The City of Lawndale will never "replace" Edward 
^Ferraro. Their loss, as the saying goes, is most assuredly 

our gain.

Tinglof Pushes 
Judge Freund
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Sutherland Tells 
Of Bug Invasion

Citizens In many sections 
of the county are being 
plagued bv mass invasions 
of MUk Weed and False 
Cinch hugs according 1o Dr. 
K. II. Sutherland. Los An­ 
geles County Health Officer. 
He stated although they are 
annoying to householders, 
there is no need for alarm. 
The two bugs present no 
health hazard.

The insects are a nuisance 
because they feed on flow­ 
ers, ornamentals, and other 
cultivated plantings. They 
are probably more numerous 
than usunl this year, the 
Doctor added, because of the 
greater rainfall and the re­ 
sultant abaundant growth of 
weeds on the hills and in va­ 
cant, fields.

The two bugs, which 
range from 1/16 to 1/8 inch 
ih length, tend to leave the 
hills and fields when the 
weeds an dwild grasses dray 
up in warm weather. They 
migrate to nearby watered 
yards to suck nourishment 
from the green vegetation. 
How long the invasion will 
last cannnot be predicted be­ 
cause it depends on weather, 
local control efforts, and a 

variety of other factors.
Control in the fields can 

be helped bv discing or 
burning off the dried 
growth. However, Dr. Su­ 
therland slates, even when 
these steps are taken, an 
insecticide barrier should be 
dusted or sprayed around 
the perfmeter of -the prem­ 
ises which are to be protect­ 
ed. Greatest success will be 
achieved from those insec­ 
ticides which state on the 
label they can be used 
against grasshoppers, lo­ 
custs, crickets, and other 
large-bodied insects.

Airport Research Grant Given by Local Group
The John Randolph Haynes and Dora Haynes Foun­ 

dation has announced a grant of nearly $200,000 for the 
research portion of an exhaustive Southern California 
aviation development program, the first of its kind ever 
attempted in the United States. 

The program, which cov-
rs nine counties, is deaign- 
d to determine the facility 

of commercial and 
general aviation to 1900 
with emphases on methods 
of financing and administer- 
ng these facilities.

LARGE AREA
The project is unique be­ 

cause of the large area it 
embraces and itg attention to 
economics. Counties include 
Los Angeles, Orange. Ven- 
tura, San Bernardino. River­ 
side, Kern, Santa Barbara, 
Imperial and San Diego   
an area "with more than 0.- 
321,000 in population and 
slightly smaller in area than 
the states of New York and 
Connecticut combined.

The work will be conduct- 
id by Stanford Research In­ 
stitute under the supervision 
of the (legional Airport 
Study Committee, a non­ 
technical group composed of 
Industrial, business, and gov­ 
ernment leaders from nine 
counties.

Francis H. Lindley, foun­ 
dation president, said the 
grant was made to expedite 
the research because of the 
pressing problems invloving 
the growing lag between 
aviation activities and facili­ 
ties in this area.

Los Angeles County com­ 
mittee members include: 
Claud D. Black, president, 
CeeBee Chemical Co.; Super­ 
visor Frank G. Bonelli; Mel- 
vin Murt, of Pacific Finance 
Corp.; Charles Detoy, part­ 
ner, Coldwell, Banker & Co. 

LOCAL STUDY
Supervisor Bonelli pointed 

out that every local study

made in the past points to 
the need for this regional ap­ 
proach. "I would like to con­ 
gratulate the Haynes Foun­ 
dation for its foresight and 
generosity in financing this 
important project," he said.

Bonelli said the program 
represents a significant first 
step in essential planning to 
determine the regional needs 
of an airport-heliport sys­ 
tem.

Facilities for future super­ 
sonic transports, helicopters, 
small aircraft and other air 
transportation vehicles will 
be considered in the study, 
according to Sanford Re­ 
search Institute officials.

The Regional Airport 
Study Committee, now two 
years old, is headed by Or­ 
ange County Supervisor Wil­ 
liam .T. Phillips. Vice Chair­ 
man is Charles Detoy. 

HEAVY EMPHASIS
Phillips said heavy empha­ 

sis will be placed on imple­ 
mentation of the results of 
the study to make certain 
"it doesn't sit on a self and 
gather dust" He said com­ 
mittee members have been 
asked to act as liaison be­ 
tween the committee and the 
local groups and officials in 
their counties.

Various federal, state 
county, and city agencies, in 
addition to airline firms, air- 
frame manufacturers, and 
general aviation groups have 
already offered their com­ 
plete cooperation to assist in 
this vital program, he said.

The foundation grant will 
be included in an area-wide 
program to raise more than 
$250.001) to finance the proj­

ect from research to imple­ 
mentation.
